BURIED GOLD IN CALIFORNIA. 



Treasure-seeking parties are out in 
California trying to find the gold sup- 
posed to have been biiried by Spanish 
padres, pirates, miners, robbers and 
others. During the conquest of Cali- 
fornia many of the Spaniards buried 
alias, or jars, of silver, gold an.! jewels, 
the hiding places of which were for- 
gotten in their flight and fright. Be- 
fore tho American occupation there 
were no banks in California and tho 
Spaniards kept their gold and silver in 
jars, which was either buried on the 
premises or walled up in the adobo 
houses. The money of the missions 
waa kept ia the bame manner. EaoA 
mission had a treasure room, and this 
fact was well known by bandits, so 
the cunning pa. lies carved holes in tho 
thick walls an4 hermetically sealed 
up the treasures in them. 

When the missions were secularised 
by the Mexican government the priests 
ihancc to carry away their 
and. rather than inform the 
2 nt officials, they perhaps let 
it remain hidden.
